MOMENTUM G O IN G 


Despite a very few objections from some 
quarters, I believe the momentum is 
there 
to work toward possibly alleviating flooding 
conditions in Hondo. 
When Jess Ward, Civil Defense r e p r e ­ 
sentative from Austin, came to t own 
the 
week after the flood, he and Mayor George 
Brucks covered the city looking at possible 
soluti ans to prevent such a d i s a s t e r from 
happening again. Or at least cut its 
des­ 
tructive powers to a minimum if it does oc­ 
cur. 
Three areas of obstruction for the water 
caused by heavy rains are the two railroad 
underpasses at each end of Hondo and 
the 
Highway 90 crossing on the east end of the 
city. 
Had these openings been large enough 
to allow the water to pass 
on 
through," 
Mayor Brucks said Monday, "there w o u l d 
have been far less water da ma g e 
to 
the 
homes in the east side of town." 
Water that could not pass through simply 
backed up until it covered 
homes 
that 
would not have even been tou ched 
had 
there been adequate runoff area . 
An area of the city which f l oods very 
easily and is seldom mentioned because 
it 
also drains very quickly is the area immedi­ 
ately west of Avenue M and south 
of 14th 
Street. A three Inch rain will put water in­ 
to homes in this area. 
Water there runs to 18th str ee t where 
without adequate storm sewers it pours east 
on 18th and rushes into the area blocked by 
the railroad and highway. 
"A good storm sewer system along 16th, 
17th and I 8th streets and down to the rail­ 
road bridge on the east side of Hondo and 
then tied into one that would take the run­ 
off to the south of the city 
wou I d stop 
flooding in that area bounded by Avenue M 
and 14th Street," the Mayor said. And that 
in turn would leave less water to run east to 
cause damage." 
It is hoped that in the very near future a 
meeting can be held wi th 
representatives 
from the Governor's off!ce and other areas 
of concern to discuss these probl ems and 
outline steps to a1 leviate them. 
Rep. John 
Poerner has assured this writer that he will 
work toward setting up such a meeting here 
in Hondo. 
We only hope that the momentum brought 
on by the tragedy of the flood can be main­ 
tained and something can be accomplished 
that will eliminate future suffering on the 
part of the people in the areas t hat were 
hardest hit .
